Relief for 
Motion 
Sickness 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN,

THE problem of preventing 
motion sickness assumed 
great importance just before 
the invasion of Europe. This 
all-important campaign had to 
be launched across the English 
channel, one of the roughest 
bodies of water in the world, 
and the men who executed it 
had to hit the beachheads in 
fighting trim. For this reason 
an great deal of study was 
devoted to finding ways of. pre- 
venting the dizziness, sickness 
at~the-stomach—and-vomiting- 
which are the classic symptom 
of motion sickness. é 
Drugs used for relieving the 
symptoms of either nir or seasick- 
ness should prevent the symptoms 
without producing any other effects. 
They should be active .when ‘taken 
by mouth, and they should’ begin 
thelr action quickly after (hey are’ 
The drugs should not. be 


be habit-formlag nor 
disagreeable symptoms,

4. Similar Drugs 

In general, the drugs which have 
been used for airsickness are siml- 
lar to those employed ‘for seasick- 
ness. Most of them have the effect 
of depressing nerve sensitivity or 
of stimulating the action of certain 
nerves. : 

The drugs which seem to be most 
useful are atropine, Hyoscyamine 
and hyoselne. However, the atro- 
pine and hyoscyamine cause dry- 
ness of the mouth to oa ureater 
than does the’ hyoscine. 
hag been employed most frequently. 
It also seems to be effective 
seasickness, The actual duration

Delivering Judgment, his Lordship 
said: 

In this action the plaintiff Lee Yu 
Yee claims damages nptninst the de- 
fendent Yau Siu Yuet on the ground 
that the defendant warranted his 
authority as agent and attorney of 
Choy Chuecn-kam to seh) a house No. 
315 Ueclamation Street, Kowloon 
(belonging to Choy, Chuen Kam) to 
the plaintiff, wher in fact the de- 
fendant had no such authority. 

It ty-common ground that in May, 
1945 (some four months before the

Following the non-acceptance of 
the — power__of—attorney—by— the 


Japanese House, Kegistration Office, 
the defendant apparently wished to 
retire from the bargain but the 
solicitor advised the parties that nan 
assignment of the properly should be 
exccuted and that the balance of the 
purchase moncy—130,000 Japanese 
Military Yen—should be paid by the 
plaintif{ to him.
